The plaintiff alleges that he was so 
badly injured that he was compelled 
to remain in bed for three months and 
inenred a large doctor bill and that 
his injuries are such that he is enti­ 
tled 
to 
damages to the extent of 
120 ,0 0 0. 
The case no doubt will prove a very 
interesting 
oue 
as many witnesses 
have been summoned on both sides, 
and a hard fight will be made to se­ 
cure the large amount of 
damages 
asked by the plaiutiff.

Henry Miller, one of the be*t known 
resident* of Greensbnrg, today reached 
the sixty-sixth milestone in life, says 
the Greensbnrg News. Mr. Miller has 
a record as a civil war Jveteran that 
few if any other man in this county 
can claim. 
When the war first broke ont Mr. 
Miller was a young man in the prime 
of youth. 
He answered the call for 
volunteers and enlisted on the 
18th 
day of November, 
18 61. serving for 
three years. 
He re enlisted* in *64 and 
was mustered out on August 28 rh, 
18 65. 
Mr Miller was in many of the fam ­ 
ous battles that marked the rebellion. 
He took an active part in the Battle 
of Wilderness, 
Lookout 
Mountain, 
Oulpeppsr, 
Block River, V a., and 
Nashville and arrived in time to fight 
for one day at fcthe battle of Gettys- 
burg. 
One distinction 
he has had that 
many a veteran would be proud of and 
that is that he was a member o f the 
Fqoad of northern soldiers that arrest­ 
ed Jefferson Davis, the president 
o f 
the Confederacy. .T h is occurred on 
the 5th day of May, 18 65, at a little 
town forty miles below Macon, 
Ga. 
The redoubtable and tricky Jeff was 
discovered 
disguised in ladies’ a p ­ 
parel, hoop skirts, bonnet, wig and 
allbtit this did not keep him secure 
from the “ Y anks” whose keen eyes 
penetrated the garb and brought into 
custody the backbone of the confed­ 
eracy.

The joke went 
big. 
Several 
hundred copies of the Cain and Abel 
story were printed and the Bookman’s 
magazine for April ( t i e April Fool 
E d ition) classes the effort as one of 
the tix big sellers and equally as pc p o­ 
lar as Ezra Meeker’s Trip Across the 
Continent Behfud a Yoke of Oxen. 
Oue of the Oonnersville papers says 
that Campbell occupies tne same posi 
tion as an orator as the Bard of Alamo 
occopies as a poet. 
The Oonnersville News says in part 
of Campbell’s speech yesterday :
